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Huang was described from Qinghai. Province of China in Acta Phytotax. Sin. 
19 : 208, f. 2 (May .1981), butitwidely differs fromthegenusAdoxa especially 
in rhizome, leaf, inflorescence, calyx, ovary, etc.
